‘IT stationed myself in. my own 
automobile, parked two doors south 
of the theater. .

It was shortly 
before 9 o’clock when I first no- 
ticed Dillinger. He was coatiess, 
but wore a hat and goild-rimmed 
spectacles. He had passed my car 
before I saw him, but I have stud- 
ied every available photograph of 
him so carefully that I recognized 
the back’of his head immediately. 

“As he bought a ticket, I got a 
profile and front view of him and 
I knew I was not mistaken. I went 
into the theater twice in an attempt 
to spot Dillinger, but it was so dark 
I couldn’t pick him. out. Those 
_ hours and four minutes that 

he spént in the theater were the 
longest I ever spent. 

“By the time he left the show, 
my men.were covering the neigh- 
borhood so thoroughly that a cat 
couldn’t have gotten through. 

“When Dillinger left the show, 
he started south and again passed 
‘my car without noticing me. As 
soon as he had gotten a step past 
the car, I thrust my right arm ou 
and dropped my hand and closed 
it, the prearranged, signal for clos- 
ing in. Instantly my men appeared 
from all sides. . 

“Dillinger gave one hunted look 
about him and attempted to rus 
up an alley, where several of my 
men were waiting.

P ELPHsA, July 23.—Five 
convicts made a daring break from 
Eastern penitentiary Saturday 
through a half-mile of sewer. Two 
of them remained at large today 
despite an intensive police search. 

Screened from ghe eyes of guards 
by fellow convicts the five men 


broke open a padlock on’'a large 


iron door covering the top of a 
sewer running through ,the peni- 
tentiary’ grounds, They dropped 
25 feet into the waters of the sewer. 
Sometimes they were able to touch 
bottom and struggle along. At oth- 
er times they swam. Their bodies 
were bruised and cut as they were 
shot against walls at bends by the 
fast current. 
Up Into City Street, Naked. 

One of the men finally grasped 
an iron ladder dangling from a 
manhole. Holding on with one 
hand, he grabbed the other four 
as they came along downstream. 

Clinging to the ladder, four of 


tthe convicts took off all of their 


prison clothing except their shorts. 
The other stripped off everything. 

One man threw off the manhole 
cover and all five stepped out, wet 
and dirt-covered, before the startled 
eyes of pedestrians and a patrol- 
man at Twenty-first and Hamilton 
streets—five blocks from the peni- 
tentiary. 

The convicts made a mad dash 
for railroad tracks on the east 
bank of the Schuylkill River, not 
far away. 

The policeman. ran to a telephone 
to summon aid and joined pedes- 
trians who had begun the pursuit. 

Police Give the Alarm. 

Police headquarters, suspecting 
that the five men had escaped 
from the penitentiary, gave prison 
officials their first intimation that 
a break had occurred. A quick 
‘check-up of inmates disclosed 
George H. Wilson, 27 years old, of 
Bucks County; William Conway, 
Edward Zielinski and Roy Francis 
Wiley, all of Philadelphia, and 
Martin Farrell of Delaware County, 
were ‘missing. 

Willison is serving three to six 
years for larceny. Conway was sen- 
tenced in May, 1933, to 25 to SO 
years for robbery with a weapon. 
Dyarlinski was imprisoned in 1932 
for five to 10 years for robbery. 
Wiley was sentenced in 1932 to 10 
to 20 years for participating in a 
bank holdup. Farrel was convict- 
ed of stealing an automobile and 
sentenced to six to 13 years. 

Warden Herbert H. Smith zrand- 
ed the five as among the “toughest” 
in the prison. 

Five hundred uniformed police 
and detectives ordered to search the 
railroad yards received their first 
lead from passengers at the Balti- 
more & Ohio station who saw the 
five men dash along the tracks be- 
side the station. One of the group 
by this time had tied a handker- 
chief around his middle. 

Not far from the station pursu- 
ers saw the five running along an 
elevated freight line of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. They surrounded 
the elevated. 

Conway and Zielinski jumped 35 
feet from the tracks.to a roadway. 
Zielinski suffered a broken right 
leg and arm and five ribs were frac- 
tured. Both men were quickly hand- 
suffed. 

Story of Trip Sewer. 

Whlison told reporters he and his 
fellow. convicts “battled rats every 
inch of our way in the sewer.” 

“That jarring drop into the sewer 
from the prison yard was tough 
enough,” Wilson said, “but that was 
only the beginning. I tell you we 
met rats that were large as dogs.” 
They tell-me we only went through 
five blocks of that sewer. It 
seemed like 15 miles. Every turn 
we bumped intq rats—rats—rats. 
We were scared to death. 

“The current flowed like a mill- 
race. I tried several times to grab 
one of the iron ladders that lead up 
to manholes in the streets, I was 
swept away when my hand slipped 
on the slimy iron. 

“Was it hot.in there? It was get- 
ting hotter every second.

“Then I thought we were going 
to be swept down to the river. I 
realized if that happened it would 
be the end. Most likely there would 
be some kind of a grating over the 
mouth of the sewer and we'd be 
penned there. 

“I could see us dying like rats in

NEW YORK, July 23.—United 
States District Judge William 
Woodburn of Nevada was a defense 


witness today for James C. McKay 
and William J. Graham, Reno, 
with misuse of the mails 
scheme to defraud. 

Judge Woodburn, who was re- 
cently appointed by President 
Roosevelt and who has not yet been 
confirmed by the Senate, was at- 
'torney for the Riverside Bank of 
Reno. This bank has been often 
mentioned in testimony and~was 
termed “a right jug” by Noble John 
Moore, a confessed swindler, who 
said the term applied to any bank 
in which large transactions could 
be carried out without question. 

McKay and Graham are accused 
as the backers of an international 
ring of confidence men who made 
use of the bank to get the money 
of victims transferred to Reno, 

Joseph M. Fuetsch, assistant 
cashier of the bank, a Government 
witness, has testified that the 
transactions came to be known as 
“McKay-Graham deals,” and said 
that Woodburn once advised Roy 
J. Frisch, cashier of the bank, that 
anything McKay wanted the bank 
to do was “all right because Mr. 
McKay is a wealthy man.” 

Tells of Long Distance Calls. 

Frisch is missing. Woodburn 
said he knew about the swindling 
of Mr. and Mrs. John Callahan of 
Rochester, N. X. in January, 1931, 
a month after they were defrauded 
of $141,000 in Reno, through a let- 
ter sent to George Wingfield, presi- 
dent of the bank, by the District 
Attorney of ester, William 
Love. 

’ Woodburn said he conferred with 
Frisch about the matter and that 
Frisch told he had been satis- 
fied of the identity of the Callahans 
and of the legitimacy of the trans- 
action so far as the bank was con- 
cerned—involving the sale of stocks.

OSSINING, N. Y., July 23.—At 
least 16 Brooklyn men and women 
were burned to death and 23 wefe 
injured yesterday when a bus car- 
rying them to a Sing Sing prison 
baseball game plunged down a 25- 
foot embankment and. trapped 
them in a sheath of flame. 

Screaming passengers, their 
clothing ablaze, fought their way 
out of broken windows after the 
gasoline tank exploded, setting fire 
to the bus and a large lumber yard 
into which it had fallen. Some 
were hauled to safety by onlookers, 
but the flames engulfed the bus so 
rapidly that rescuers were forced 
back | 


Twelve bodies, all badly seared, 
were taken out as soon as the 
wreckage cooled. Four of . those 
rescued died in hospitals. 


Only two of the passenger dead) 


were identified. They were Mrs. 
Rose Thompson, 40 years old, 
Brooklyn; Mrs. William Hayes, 
Brooklyn. The driver of the bus, 
Frank A. Incarnato, was killed. 

The bus was one of six taking 
Brooklynites to Sing Sing. -Declar- 
ing the busses were “a bunch of 
junk” and “death. contraptions,” 
District Attorney Frank H. Coyne 
ordered four of them held by po- 
lice pending a searching inquiry. 

“Speaking for the authorities of 
Westchester County,” he said, “I 
promise a thorough investigation 
into every phase of the calamity. 
If we find any evidence of crim- 
inal negligence in the case it will 
be prosecuted to the fullest extent 
of the law.” 

Dr. Amos O. Squire, medical ex- 
aminer of Westchester County, who 
started an inquest as soon as he ar- 
rived at the scene, said that the 
Hudson River would be dragged in 
an attempt to find out whether any 
of the missing occupants of the bus 
had drowned when they leaped into 
the river to extinguish their flam- 
ing clothing. 

Bus on Wrong Road. 

The bus, last in the procession of 
six carrying a gay party of 
young Democratic League members 
and their friends picked the wrong 
road as it entered Ossining. In- 
stead of turning left it went 
strdight ahead down a steep hill. 


The man at the wheel managed to/ 


get the vehicle as far as the ramp 
over the railroad at the foot of the 
hill, but as the bus shot up over it 
and down the other side he was con- 
fronted with a right angle turn in 
the raised roadway. 

Survivors said to have attempted 
this turn would only have been to 
turn the bus over, and it almost cer- 
tainly would have been hurled off 
the ramp. 

The six busses were traveling in 
@ caravan and a man had been sta- 
tioned at the cut-off to the prison 
near the top of the hill to signal 
them to make the turn. The bus 
that crashed shot by the cutoff. 

Survivors said the brakes had 
given out completely at that point 
and the driver’s only hope was to 
try to keep the bus on, the road un- 
til the bottom of the long slope was 
reached. 

This proved to be beyond the 
range of possibility, they added. 
Moving at an ever-increasing speed, 
careening wildly from one side of 
the road to the other and side-swip- 
ing the stone walls which flanked 
it the bus roared down the steep 
incline. 

With its passengers singing and 
laughing, it sped up a long ramp 
over the New York Central Railroad 
tracks. At a sudden right turn the 
heavily laden vehicle swerved and 
crashed through a rail fence. 

Four passengers jumped through 
the windows just before the bus hur- 
tled down. 

The songs changed to screams, 
there was a sharp report and flam- 
ing gasoline spurted up. Before the 
panic-stricken m and women 
could climb from their seats, the 
entire bus was in flames. 

The first few to escape ran to 
the Hudson River, 25 feet distant,

Coyne said: “The bus was an old 
dilapidated contraption, built in 
1923.. The testimony so far taken 
indicates that the brakes were 
wholly inadequate, and that the 
driver, although he seems to have 
done everything possible to avert 
the crash, was helpless when the 
brakes did not take hold.” 

From accounts given by survivors 
of the accident, it was indicated 
that the driver had experienced 
difficulty with the brakes during 
the entire trip.

RJ. CAP) BOYLAN, 
NEWSPAPER MAN, DES 


Victim of Heat Prostration, He 
Succumbs in Hospital at 
Age of 72. 


Robert J. Boylan, widely known 
as “Cap,” a member of the news 
staff of the Globe-Democrat for 
nearly 30 years and its chief writer 
on horse racing, died of heat pros- 
tration at 8:15 a. m. yesterday at 
St. Mary’s Hospital, East St. Louis. 
He was 72 years old. 

Shortly after returning from his 
office to his home at 717 North 
Twenty-fifth street, East St. Louis, 
Saturday evening, he became uncon- 
scious while resting in bed. Taken 
to the hospital, he did not regain 
consciousness. 

The son of a civil engineer and 
stock raiser, Mr. Boylan was born 
in Will County, Ill., near Joliet. As 
a youth of 18 he set out in newspa- 
per work in 1880,.being employed 
on the St. Paul Pioneer Press and 
the old Chicago Inter-Ocean. He 
enlisted in the Seventh Cavalry. in 
the Spanish-American War and aft- 
erward was with thé Signal Corps 
in Puerto Rico. The nickname of 
“Cap” was given him as a result $8 
his army service. 

In 1902 he came here for publicity 
work in connection with the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition, held in 
1904. A baby, named Louisiana, 
was born in a construction camp on 
the Fair grounds, where the father 
worked, in 1903. Mr. Boylan, see 
ing a chance for publicity, called 
the newspapers. The Post-Dispatch 
sent out a woman writer, Miss Rose 
Marion. As a result of the chance 
meeting, she and Mr, Boylan were 
married in 1905. 

Following the Fair, he was em- 
ployed by the Globe-Democrat, be- 
coming its reporter in Hast St. Louis 
and adjacent sections, A number 
of years later he was called into 
the office as a news writer and 
then became assistant city editor, 
serving occasionally as city editor. 
He reported the Kentucky Derby 
and other important horse races 
throughout the country for the 
Globe-Democrat and the papers em- 
ploying him previously, for about 
40 years. Regularly he wrote of 
the races at Fairmount track. Late-| 
ly he wrote a regular racing col-| 
umn, “As the Insiders Tell It.” 

He is survived by Mrs. Boylan, 
a daughter, Miss Josephine Boylan, 
and a son, Robert J. Boylan Jr.. 

Funeral services will be held at 
the Kurrus mortuary, 2525 State 
street, Hast St. Louis, at 10:15 a. m. 
tomorrow, with the Rev. Peter En- 
gel of St. Elizabeth’s Catholic 
Church, officiating. Burial will be 
in National Cemetery,

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National Debt of 34 Billions 
\ Forecast By Economy League 


Time to Taper Off Debt Habit, Report of 
National Organization 
Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK July 23.—A nation- 
al debt of $34,000,000,000 at ‘the 
close of the fiscal year was fore- 
cast tonight by the managing com- 
mittee of the National Economy 

e in a review of the organiza- 
tion’s work since its creation two 
years ago. 

Such debt, the committee said, 
would be the largest in history and 
would constitute a danger to the 
Government’s financial structure. 

“The time to make sure of bal- 
ancing the budget,” it continue, “is 
not July 1, 1935, the day it takes 
effect, but during the period be- 
tween now and then. The time to 
taper off a debt habit is in advance 
of a possible crisis and not after 
the crisis is already upon us.” 

Declaring that the league had 
been “untiring in: its efforts to se- 
cure economy in Government,” the 
report said: : 

“In the national field, the net re- 
sult has been an annual reduction 
of well over 300 millions of dollars 
in the fixed charges of the Federal 
Government. ... oe 

“Some ground was lost through 


the overriding in April, 1934, of 
President Roosevelt’s veto of the 
independent offices bill for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1934, 
whereby, among other. things, the 
veterans’ appropriation was in-| 
creased beyond the President’s 
budget estimate. 

“Nevertheless, the net result of 
the campaign the league undertook 
is an immense annual saving. The 
estimated veterans’ expenditure for 
the’ fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1934, is $629,000,000 instead of the 
$945,000,000 appropriation for the 
year beginning July 1, 1933, vetoed 
by President Hoover.” 

The committee said the league 
was aware that the needy must be 
aided until employment: for them 
can be found. 

“It is this fact,” it added, “that 
makes strict economy more essen- 
tial than at any time in our his- 
tory.” 

The league said it would continue 
to seek a balanced budget and to 
oppose any attempt to “restore the 
old veterans’ abuses,” trying also 
to put veterans’ expenditures on a 
fair and sound basis. f

NEW YORK RELIEF RACKET 


NEW YORK, July 23.—Charging 
“the relief racket in New York 
City is scandalous and corrupt,” Jo 
seph Goldsmith, president of the 
Council of Real Estate Associations 
of the city, telegraphed Gov. Her- 
bert H. Lehman yesterday asking 
that an investigation be started 
immediately. 

“Millions are being scandalously 
wasted and stolen in relief work,” 
Goldsmith said. “Relief tickets are 
being sold in New York City at 
discount. Many not entitled to re-' 
lief are on the relief roles while 
other deserving cases are com 
pelled to be dispossessed before re- 
lief is granted. Nowhere has there 
been an accounting for the many 
millions of dollars spent for relief. 
Something must be done at once 
to stop these terrible abuses and 
the wasting of public funds.”

Upon Inhabitants. 


PRESIDENT FLIES 
TO SURVEY SCENES 


Tents Cistributed to Those 
Made Homeless—$500,- 
0000 Pier Destroyed, to 
Be Replaced. 
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By the Associated Press. 
PANAMA, July 22.—Salvage and 
relief operations siowly got under 
way today at the quake-ruined city 
of David and at Puerto Armuelies, 
where the second major tembior 
in five days tumbled scores oj 
houses upon their inhabitants. 

President Harmodio Arias, with 
an official party, flew to the quake 
zone today and returned reporting 
that approximately 150 persons 
were injured in Saturday’s disaster, 
githough previous reports that sev- 
eral had been. killed were un- 
founded. 

Evye-witness accounts of the Sat- 
urday quake at Puerto Armuelies, 
however, emphasized the severity 
of the shocks. 8S. J. Shreves, who 
had gone to Puerto Anmuelles to 
examine piers damaged in an ear- 
lier quake, was caught in the sec- 
one. *

WASHINGTON, July 23—The 
War Department’s special Aviation 
Committee, composed of 11 promi- 
nent civilians and Generals, and 
headed by Newton D. Baker, Secre- 
tary of War in the war Cabinet of 
President Woodrow Wilson, capped 
an exhaustive three months’ inquiry 
into army Air Corps conditions with 
a call for “more financial support” 
for military aviation. 

“The next great war,” says the 
committee in its report to Secre- 
tary of War Dern, “is likely to be- 


gin with engagements between op 


posing aircraft, either sea-based or 
land-based, and early aerial suprem- 
acy is quite likely to be an impor- 
tant factor. 7 

“An adequate aircraft industry is 
essential to national defense. The 
army's air forces must be ready at 
all times for war service.” 

Five Main Points in Report. 
On that premise the committee 

made, in substance, the following 
outstanding observations and rec- 
ommendations: 

1. The United States icads the 
world in commercial and navil 
aviation, but Army flying, chiefly 
because of insufficient funds, lags 
behind. Congress should be held 
chiefly responsible for the Army 
Air Corp-’ condition and should 
appropriate the funds necessary 
to provide 1000 new pianes, chief'y 
fighting types, to give the Army 
a minimum peace-time air armada 
of 2320 planes. The enlisted per- 
sonnel of the entire Army should 
be brought up to authorized 
strength and at least 350: officers 
added to the air force. 

2. The present organization, 
based on separate Army and Navy 
forces, has en the United 
States high efficiency in national 
defense and should be retained. 
Other schemes and plans for re- 
organization, including the pro- 
posed unified air force, would be 
dangerous experimentaticn. 

3. An adequate aircraft indus- 
try is essential to national de- 
fense and should be fostered and 
financially encouraged. To in- 
sure maintenance of sufficient 
plane manufacturing plants the 
Government should not compete 
with private industry by Duliameg 
planes in Government plants, and 
the Department of Commerce 
should further encourage the air- 
plane export business. 

4. The Army’s transportation 
of the aif mail, during the emer- 
gency brought about by President 
Roosevelt’s cancellation of com- 
mercial air mail contracts, was 
an invaluable experience for the 
air corps. Defects in equipment 
and lack of training, instruments 
and facilities for efficient opera- 
tion in field service, disclosed in 
that task, were cited as errors to 
be corrected in the immediate 
future through specified recom- 
mendations for new equipment 
and more and better training.

A governmental ser- 
vice designed for purely military 
tasks cannot perform technical 
civil duties with the same efficiency 


with these duties. 

“This experience was invaluable 
to the Army Air Corps. It afford- 
ed an exceptional opportunity to 
test equipment, efficiency of pilots 
and readiness for emergency duties. 
The lessons learned from this ex- 
perience are embodied in the dis- 
cussions and recommendations, of 
this report. The committee féels 
that acceptance of the policies and 
suggestions set forth in this report 
will greatly assist in correcting 
such Air Corps defects as were de- 
veloped in its performance of this 
mission—these relate mainly to 
equipment.

jeopardize the security of the na- 
tion in an emergency, and be an 
unnecessary burden to the taxpay- 
ers.” 

For Adequate Aircraft Industry. 

The necessity of an adequate air- 
craft industry was emphasized by 
the committee as one of the most 
important considerations in a na 
tional defense policy. 

“Military aviation in time of war,” 
the report says, “must rely largely 
upon airplanes built in time of war 
and consequently the. general condi- 
tion and the peace-time productive 
capacity of the aircraft industry are 
of national concern.” 

Indication of the committee's be- 
Hef that the army air corps can 
be built up to rival that of any 
other nation was given in the com- 
parative study of military air fleets 
made by the committee. 

“Judging by the characteristics of 
the military aircraft foreign na- 
tions are now pure ng,” it says, 
“The United States | developed 
and tested combat planes of per- 
formance superior to those of any 
other country. It is not possible to 
be certain concerning experimental 


“The system of basic’ training. giv- 
en at our army air crops center 
as efficiént as;°if not superior, to 
that of any other nation.” 

The Army alsq@ leads in aviation 
and communications equipment, the 
report says, but does not possess as 
good lenses for long-range photog- 
raphy. J 

Comparative Ratings in Air. 

. In military aviation the latest sta- 
tistics indicate that the United 
States stands second among the 
great Powers in total numbers of 
army and navy planes, the report 
says, but differences in types and 

| organization make comparison dif- 
ficult except that the navy is su- 
perior in numbers and types, and 
the army. ranks below some other 
Powers. 

Available statistics estimate 
France has 3000 planes, the United 
States 2800, Japan 2500: and Great 
Britain 1400. 

The United States is estimated to 
rank below France and Japan in 
fighting prowess and equal with 
Great Britain. 

Citing numerous statistical tables 
to emphasize the advances in civil- 
ian aviation in this country, the re 
port says: 

“The air-line transportation and 
commercial aviation of the United 
States is far ahead of that of for- 
eign nations. There is more trans- 
port flying in the United States, 
with. more passengers carried an- 
nually, than in all the rest of the 
world combined. , 

“Our air-line transport develop- 
m has resulted in airplanes su- 
perior in design, characteristics and 
performance to those of any other 
nation. Our air-line pilots are more 
highly trained than those of any 
other country. Our facilities. and 
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There is a recommendation that 
Army flyers be insured for hazard- 
ous duty or given extra pay on a 
sliding scale, according to rank, for 
risky flying. 

_ The committee suggests .a study 
to correct “obvious abuses” in the 
present system of extra flying pay. 

The committee says the enlisted 
strength of the entire Army, and 
especially of the Air Corps, should 
be increased to enable proper per- 
formance of duties. 

All Air Corps pilots, the commit- 
tee says, should spend more time in 
the air—an average of 300 flying 
hours a year instead of from 150 
to 200, as at present. 


Praise for the Experimental Work 
Done at Wright Field. 

Praise of the rimental work 
at Wright Field, D n, O., and a 
recommendation that it be “vigor- 
ously prosecuted” in the future, are 
contained in the report. 

The committee also says “it is 
necessary that financial support for 
such work be assured in a definite 
and continuing program.” 

The committee finds many of the 
improvements in commercial avia- 
tion “were pioneered, and in cer- 
tain instances developed, by the 
Army Air Corps, which, through its 
technical organization at Wright 
Field, is continuously seeking im- 
provement of the art. 

“Our military aviation has _ led 
the art in all particulars except in 
the use of avigation and communi- 
cation instruments.” 

Outstanding developments in 
army aviation are listed as “speed, 
general performance, radius of ac- 
tion, and fire control, while com- 
mercial aviation has made similar 
improvements in its own field.” 

*Future research, much of it at 
Wright Field, is urged to include 
engines of greater 
speed and power, improved fuel, 
basic aircraft materials; instru- 
ments for avigation and blind land- 
ings,-communication equipment, ar- 
mament (including combat equip- 
ment), mobile field and ground 
equipment, safety devices (includ- 
ing weather forecasts and a study 
of air-mass analysis), facilities for 
improving landing and take-off 
characteristics, and the construc- 
tion of research equipment. 

The Materiel Division at Wright 
Field, the report says, “is engaged 
primarily in experimental] engineer- 
ing development of aircraft, air- 
craft materiel and aircraft acces- 
sories for military purposes. 

“The -activities of that division 
are absolutely essential to the de- 
velopment of military aviation and 
have contributed in many respects 
to the development of commercial 
aviation. 

“It. was made evident: to this 
committee that the research and 
development indicated in the fore- 
going should be vigorously prose- 
cuted. Many of. the proposals to 
be subjected to research and devel- 
opment are of such a nature that 
definite accomplishments cannot be 
expected under several years of 
study and test.”

Why Jerusalem Fell. 
Praying for Rain. 


By ARTHUR BRISBANE. 
(Copyright, 1934.) 

From somewhere in the Pacific, 
President Roosevelt sends an order 
that 15 milfions be set aside now, 
75 millions in all, spent on a “made 
to order” forest, stretching across 
this country through the heart of 
the drouth area from the Canadian 
porder to the Texas Panhandle. 
Planned as an experiment, to coun- 
teract the drouth by encouraging 
rainfall, the new forest will be 1000 
miles long, 100 miles wide, 100,- 
000 square miles of forest surface. 


It will be a long time before any- 
pody knows about the plan’s suc- 
cess. The President’ and — those 
around him will have disappeared, 
will not see the big forest, and be- 
fore it amounts to much men may 
have learned to produce rain when 
necessary. It is an interesting ex- 
periment, costing only 75 millions 
of dollars, a mere nothing in these 
days. 

The idea is not new. Russia has 
done it on a bigger scale. 


The Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology thinks it has found a 
way to get rid of fog, terror of 
sea captains and flyers. A chemi- 
cal spray aimed at a rolling fog 
bank caused the fog to. disappear 
and fall on the ground in rain- 
drops. Whether it can be done on 
a scale big enough to deal with 
wide areas, that interest flyers, re- 
mains fo be seen. 


Henry Ford and his son, Edsel, 
‘plan experimentally to build a 1000- 
horsepower’ engine -for use on 
streamline trains with which W. A. 
Harriman and other railroad men 
are experimenting. 

The engine will probably be of 
the Diesel type, although Mr. Ford 
does not say so. 

Such an engine could cross the 
continent without stopping for fuel, 
drawing light equipment at 150 
miles an hour, or faster, and carry 
passengers from ocean to ocean for 
$10 at a profit. 

That eventually will be done and 
Diesel-powered airships will carry 
passengers for less. The new Ger- 
man Zeppelin will have Diesel en- 
gines, with heavy oil for fuel, 


Ford, by the way, expects the 
automobile to improve more in the 
“next 10 years than it has done in 
the last 30 years.
